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ISSUANCE  AND  USE  OF  TRANSPORTATION  REQUESTS 

1.  The  attention  of  employees  of  the  Bureau  traveling  on  official  business  is 
invited  to  the  importance  of  executing  Government  transportation  requests 
correctly  and  legibly  and  forwarding  the  memorandum  copies  promptly  to  the 
Washington  office.  The  use  of  an  indelible  (copying)  pencil  is  desirable.  The 
first  five  lines  of  the  request  should  show  the  following  information: 

Line  1.  Department  of  Agriculture,  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry. 

Line  2.  The  name  of  the  transportation  company  furnishing  the  ticket,  or  the 
Pullman  Company,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Line  3.  Name  of  traveler. 

Line  4.  Points  of  departure  and  destination.  When  a  round-trip  ticket  is 
being  purchased,  care  should  be  taken  to  so  indicate  by  use  of  the  words  "and 
return."  Inquiry  should  always  be  made  as  to  the  availability  of  round-trip 
tickets  at  reduced  rates  good  for  a  limited  time  such  as  15  days,  30  days,  90 
days,  etc.  The  request  should  call  for  the  lowest  priced  ticket  which  will  allow 
sufficient  time  to  perform  the  necessary  official  duties.  For  example,  if  the  lowest 
round  trip  available  is  for  15  days  and  the  travel  can  be  performed  within  that 
time,  the  request  should  call  for  "15-day  round  trip."  The  traveler  can  best 
protect  his  interest  by  first  inquiring  as  to  limited  round-trip  rates  available 
and  then  inserting  on  the  request  a  notation  as  to  the  number  of  days  he  will 
require  to  make  the  round  trip.  This  will  have  the  effect  of  insuring  against 
disallowances  should  it  be  found  later  that  the  information  given  verbally  by 
the  ticket  agent  was  incorrect  or  was  misunderstood  by  the  traveler. 

Line  5.  Names  of  transportation  companies  over  which  travel  will  be  per- 
formed, together  with  any  junction  points  if  route  calls  for  other  than  the  lowest 
rate  between  the  two  points  shown  on  line  4.  Occasionally  it  is  found  that 
travel  between  two  points  over  the  route  calling  for  the  lowest  rate  is  not  satis- 
factory for  the  performance  of  the  traveler's  official  business.  It  is  then  necessary 
to  indicate  the  routing  desired  in  order  that  a  ticket  via  a  more  expensive  route 
will  be  furnished.  (See  par.  9  of  the  Standardized  Government  Travel 
Regulations.) 

2.  The  class  of  service  requested  and  received  must  be  indicated  in  the  block 
provided  in  the  upper  right-hand  corner  of  the  request,  in  accordance  with 
paragraph  21  of  the  Standardized  Government  Travel  Regulations.  Particular 
attention  is  directed  to  the  instructions  in  paragraph  2,  General  Instructions  to 
Carriers,  on  the  reverse  side  of  Standard  Form  No.  1030,  "Government  Request 
for  Transportation,"  as  follows: 

"Where  exceptional  conditions  require  the  issuance  of  transportation  differ- 
ing from  that  specified  in  the  request,  the  traveler  should  note  in  the  following 
space  the  actual  transportation  furnished,  the  reason  for  the  difference,  and  sign 
the  statement." 

3.  Also,  paragraph  3,  Notice  of  Issue  of  Ticket,  on  the  reverse  side  of  Standard 
Form  No.  1031,  memorandum  (white)  copy  of  transportation  request,  directs: 

"Indicate  below  the  actual  transportation  furnished  where  same  varies  from 
that  requested.     (See  instruction  2  on  reverse  of  original  request.)" 

4.  It  should  be  emphasized  that  where  service  differing  from  that  specified 
in  the  request  is  used,  it  is  incumbent  upon  all  officials  and  employees  to  report 
the  required  information  as  instructed,  or  by  services  actually  used  by  the  traveler. 

5.  The  cost  of  transportation  obtained  by  the  issuance  of  each  request  must 
be  ascertained  from  the  ticket  agent  and  inserted  by  the  traveler  in  the  space 
provided  under  "Value"  on  the  memorandum  copy  of  the  request. 

6.  The  authorization  and  appropriation  should  be  indicated  in  the  spaces 
provided  on  both  the  original  and  memorandum  copy  of  the  request.  Although 
no  space  is  provided  for  the  purpose,  it  is  desired  that  the  project  also  be  shown. 
If,  due  to  emergency,  travel  is  performed  before  receipt  of  information  as  to  the 
authorization  number,  a  note  should  be  attached  to  the  memorandum  copy  of 
the  request  explaining  the  nature  of  the  travel. 

7.  The  place  at  which  the  request  is  issued,  the  date,  the  signature,  and  official 
title  of  the  issuing  officer  must  be  inserted  in  the  spaces  provided.  The  traveler 
must  sign  the  request  in  the  spaces  provided,  showing  the  place,  date,  and  his 
official  designation.  When  transportation  requests,  issued  in  blank  to  a  traveler, 
are  used  by  him  to  obtain  transportation,  he  will  sign  them  as  issuing  officer. 
When  a  traveler  signs  a  request  both  as  issuing  officer  and  traveler,  the  carrier 
will  require  him  to  exhibit  the  book  from  which  the  request  was  taken,  in  order 
to  ascertain  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  such  book  was  issued,  and  will 
then  require  him  to  establish  his  identity,  by  an  official  card  provided  for  the 
purpose,  as  the  person  to  whom  such  book  was  issued. 
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8.  Accommodations  allowable  at  Government  expense  are  set  forth  in  paragraph 
13  of  the  Standardized  Government  Travel  Regulations  as  amended  by  Budget 
Bureau  Circular  401  dated  October  8,  1942  (see  Circular  Letter  No.  2493).  The 
Bureau  is  liable  for  payment  of  charges  for  Pullman  accommodations  reserved  for 
its  employees  in  exchange  for  Government  transportation  requests  and  neither 
used  nor  released  prior  to  the  departure  of  the  train.  Cancelation  of  reservations 
should  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  tariff  governing  the  redemption  of  sleeping 
and  parlor  car  tickets.  If,  however,  the  failure  to  release  the  accommodations  is 
due  to  the  employee's  disregard  of  the  Standardized  Government  Travel  Regula- 
tions (par.  14)  or  other  negligence,  the  amount  of  the  charge  will  be  collected  from 
him.  The  facts  in  each  case  should  be  reported  to  this  office  by  the  inspector  or 
othtr  official  in  charge  in  order  that  a  determination  may  be  made  as  to  whether 
such  failure  was  due  to  circumstances  beyond  the  employee's  control  and  did  not 
arise  from  negligence  on  his  part. 

9.  The  Pullman  Company  has  recently  revised  its  instructions  to  ticket  agents 
providing  for  the  issuance  of  tickets  in  exchange  for  Government-transportation 
requests.  The  following  principal  departures  from  former  practices  are  listed 
for  your  information: 

(a)  Ticket  returned  for  cancelation  in  advance  of  departure  of  train  for  which 
issued  and  in  connection  with  which  another  reservation  is  not  desired,  will  be 
marked  "Canceled — Space  released"  and  returned  to  holder  for  forwarding  to  the 
officer  issuing  the  original  request. 

(6)  Ticket  returned  for  cancelation  after  departure  of  train  for  which  issued  will 
not  be  exchanged  for  a  new  ticket.  If  conditions  permit,  the  ticket  agent  will 
telegraph  the  sleeping  or  parlor  car  conductor  enroute,  releasing  the  space  for 
resale,  mark  the  ticket  accordingly  and  return  it  to  the  holder  for  forwarding  to 
the  officer  issuing  the  original  request. 

(c)  Accommodations  wilt  not  be  reserved  under  the  number  of  a  request,  but  will  be 
held  in  the  name  of  the  passenger  subject  to  currently  effective  time  limits  apply- 
ing to  name  reservations. 

It  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  traveler  to  release  Pullman  space  which  will 
not  be  used.  In  the  event  it  is  impossible  to  take  the  Pullman  ticket  to  the  carrier 
for  release  of  space,  and  cancelation  is  requested  by  telephone,  it  is  suggested  that 
the  name  or  number  of  the  Pullman  clerk  releasing  the  space,  along  with  the  date 
and  time  of  release,  be  endorsed  on  the  reverse  of  the  Pullman  ticket,  thus  estab- 
lishing a  record  of  the  traveler's  endeavor  to  release  space  for  resale. 

10.  The  Comptroller  General  has  recently  ruled  that  the  excess  cost  for  use  of  a 
roomette  over  the  cost  of  a  lower  berth  may  not  be  allowed  unless  it  is  shown  that 
due  to  the  reservation  of  all  standard  Pullman  accommodations  for  military  use 
during  the  present  emergency  roomettes  are  the  lowest  rate  first-class  accommo- 
dations available  to  civilians  on  trains  operating  sleeping  cars  between  particular 
points.  The  fact  that  standard  Pullman  accommodations  are  not  available  at  the 
time  the  traveler  applies  for  accommodations  and  that  the  delaj^  in  awaiting  the 
availability  of  such  accommodations  would  result  in  the  payment  of  per  diem  in 
lieu  of  subsistence  in  excess  of  the  additional  transportation  cost  is  not  a  sufficient 
justification  to  permit  the  use  of  roomettes.  The  traveler  who  uses  a  roomette 
under  these  circumstances  must  bear  the  excess  cost  incurred  by  the  use  of  such 
accommodations. 

11.  Unused  or  partially  used  tickets  (transportation,  sleeper,  or  parlor  car),  and 
unused  portions  of  scrip  books  which  have  expired,  should  be  forwarded  promptly 
to  the  Bureau  and  not  held  to  be  submitted  with  the  reimbursement  account. 
The  tickets  should  be  accompanied  by  an  explanation  as  to  why  they  were  not  used. 
Under  no  circumstances  should  an  employee  attempt  to  obtain  a  refund  from  a 
transportation  company  for  such  a  ticket  or  reservation.  All  refunds  will  be  collected 
by  the  Washington  office  of  the  Bureau. 

12.  It  should  be  noted  that  transportation  requests  are  to  be  used  in  lieu  of 
cash  fares  amounting  to  $1  or  more.  This  in  no  way  affects  the  purchase  and  use 
of  railroad  scrip  books  as  explained  in  Circular  Letter  No.  2458,  dated  December  4, 
1942.  When  in  an  emergency  it  is  nocessary  to  pay  a  cash  fare  amounting  to  $1 
or  more,  a  full  explanation  must  be  made  in  the  traveler's  reimbursement  account. 
Reasons  such  as  "No  requests  available,"  "No  request  furnished,"  "None  on 
hand,"  "Supply  exhausted,"  etc.,  are  not  sufficient  unless  it  is  shown  why  no 
requests  were  available,  etc.  A  traveler  who  pays  cash  fare  must  also  pay  the 
transportation  tax  unless  he  furnishes  thd  ticket  agent  a  properly  executed  Exemp- 
tion Certificate,  Treasury  Department  Form  731.  A  recent  decision  of  the 
Comptroller  General  indicates  that  a  traveler  may  be  reimbursed  for  tax  paid  on 
cash  fares  amounting  to  less  than  $1.    By  inference  it  appears  that  the  transporta- 
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tion  tax  on  a  cash  fare  amounting  to  $1  or  more  is  not  reimbursable  to  the  traveler 
but  there  has  as  yet  been  no  definite  ruling. 

13.  Attention  is  particularly  invited  to  paragraph  20  of  the  Standardized  Gov- 
ernment Travel  Regulations,  which  provides,  in  part,  that  "Transportation 
requests  must  not  be  used  for  personal  travel."  This  requirement  must  be  rigidly 
observed.  Indirect  travel  for  personal  reasons  is  not  to  be  deemed  official  travel. 
In  purchasing  a  ticket  for  travel  by  an  indirect  route  due  to  personal  reasons,  the 
traveler  should  use  a  transportation  request  for  the  cost  of  that  portion  of  the 
expense  properly  chargeable  to  the  Bureau  and  pay  casn,  including  the  tax,  for 
the  additional  personal  expense.  A  complete  explanation,  showing  the  amount 
to  be  paid  by  the  Bureau  and  the  amount  paid  in  cash  by  the  traveler,  should  be 
made  on  the  reverse  side  of  both  tne  original  and  memorandum  (white)  copy  of  the 
transportation  request,  as  well  as  on  the  traveler's  reimbursement  account. 

14.  These  instructions  are  intended  to  bring  up  to  date  all  instructions  on  this 
subject  which  have  appeared  in  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  and  they 
supplement  tne  instructions  contained  in  paragraphs  17  to  37,  inclusive,  of  the 
Standardized  Government  Travel  Regulations  and  on  the  reverse  side  of  both  the 
original  and  memorandum  transportation  requests. 

ANIMAL  DISEASE  STATION  COMBINED   WITH  PATHOLOGICAL 

DIVISION 

The  work  of  the  Animal  Disease  Station,  at  the  Beltsville  Research  Center,  has 
been  consolidated  with  that  of  the  Pathological  Division,  with  Dr.  Harry  W. 
Schoening  as  chief  of  the  combined  activities.  The  Animal  Disease  Station  was 
formerly  headed  by  Dr.  Adolph  Eichhorn,  who  retired  from  the  Bureau  October 
31.  The  merger  became  effective  November  1  and  will  result  in  closer  coordina- 
tion of  the  Bureau's  disease-control  investigations.  In  the  past  the  Pathological 
Division  has  made  extensive  use  of  the  facilities  at  the  Disease  Station  in  re- 
searches of  the  diseases  of  large  animals. 

Under  the  new  arrangement  the  work  will  be  along  the  same  lines  as  previously 
carried  out  in  the  two  units.  The  diseases  under  investigation  include  encephalo- 
myelitis, infectious  anemia,  brucellosis  (Bang's  disease),  anaplasmosis,  tuber- 
culosis, mastitis,  hog  cholera,  swine  erysipelas,  and  poultry  diseases.
